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T: issue of wimmin’s rights 


has been a long and stagger- 
ing fight for many of years. Degreda- 
tion because of gender has literally 
planned a womyn’s life out before her 
own eyes. She has been brought up 
from birth, taught to act in a way for 
man’s desire, to do what he say's, 
and to be how he wants her to be, this 
is stated in the bible....that man has 
dominion over womyn, this proves 
another example on how absurd the 
bible really is. The bible is a book that 
has put the world through so much 
oppressive misery. The bible was ob- 
viously written by a bunch of male 
chauvinist bigots. 

Many wimmin have taken action 
and have been demanding choice for 
years, by fighting systematic male 
dominated oppression by demanding 
the right to vote, demanding equal 
Pay, and demanding more job oppor- 
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tunities. Co-operation, education and 
organising has given wimmin a better 
voice and feminist groups have be- 
come increasingly sound, this proves 
unity and secure consolidation 
proves equality is possible. 

One issue that has caught enor- 
mous media attention within the last 
few months has been the issue of 
abortion. The talk about abortion, 
“whether or not a womyn has power 
over her reproductive rights.” has 
been a mighty foe between pro-life or 
anti-choice groups and pro-choice 
groups. Demonstrations have been 
held in many places through out the 
world and has caused many people 
grief, imprisonment and complete 
devastation. 

The issue of Abortion is not God or 
life, but a womyn’s right to choose. If 
a womyn wants to end

FRIDAY OCTOBER 30TH 

Andres Villaverde is a Peruvian 
anarchist prisoner. On October 27, 
1991 he was arrested and accused 
of committing an act of sabotage. He 
has remained in custody since then, 
his case is being passed from the 
local police directory to DINCOTE 
(the Counter Terrorist Agency). 
When the police were unable to pro- 
vide any substantial evidence 
against Andres, he was accused of 
being a member of the Shining Path( 
The Communist Party of Peru), and 
sent to Castro-Castro, Peru’s maxi- 
mum security prison. A year later, his 
case has not yet been opened by the 
courts. He has no right of habeas 
corpus, Has no access to an attor- 
ney, and cannot receive visits from 
family and friends. 

There is an International Cam- 
paign for the Release of Andres Vil- 
laverde calling for a pressure 
campaign against the Fujimori gov- 
ernment to release Andres. In addi- 
tion to petitions, faxes, telegrams, 
and telexes, Love and Rage is hold- 
ing an International Day of Action on 
Friday, October 30th. They are call- 
ing on comrades around the world to 
demonstrate at Peruvian embassies, 
consulates, missions, and other dip- 
lomatic offices.

RACISM IN HIGHSCHOOLS 


We are raised to believe that edu- 
cation is something anyone can 
achieve by working hard, butin reality 
it divides the few who will be allowed 
into higher education and those who 
won't. It should be no surprise that 
schools promote and reinforce big- 
otry found throughout society. 

The education system sets values 
such as building faith in the system, 
forcing young students into the domi- 
nate culture and divides us into cate- 
gories like "gifted" and "low 
achievers”. This puts us in separate 
and unequal futures. 

Almost all of public high school 
systems in Amerikkka are built up of 
racist, white dominate values. The 
students of colour always end up in 
the “low acheiver" level while white 
students are overrepresented in the 
“gifted” level. 

In Chicago high schools, of the 
12,000 students placed in classes for 
the "mentally retarded” in the mid 
70’s and 80’s, 10,000 were black. 
80% of those students were discov- 
ered to be misplaced. Yet the school 
board only returned 30% of them to 
regular classes. Most of them had to 
drop out due to lack of funds for their 
transition. 

Black students are twice as likely 
than white students to be placed in 
"low achiever" classes. They are 
also more likely to be mentally and 
physically abused in the classroom. 
Drop out rates are 50% to 70% for 
black students in Amerikkka. 

Almost half of all schools in 
Amerikkka are students of colour, yet 
the education system continues to 
ignore all but the dominate white cul- 
ture. 92% of the teachers and coun- 
cillors are white. 


It is proven that students learn 
more in classrooms with a variety of 
cultures and ideas, rather than the 
divided system. Yet the school 
boards continue with this racist bull- 
shit. 

In Selma, Alabama, almost 80% 
black district, 95% of black students 
are placed in "low achiever" classes. 
The white dominated school board 
voted to fire a black school super- 
intendent who tried to dismantle this 
racist, divided system. 

The black students at Selma High 
took direct action against the system 
with a five day sit-in, in February 
1990. Parents and community mem- 
bers also took action by sitting in at 
City Hall and Best Education Support 
Team organized a candle light vigil 
on May 19, Malcom X’s birthday. 

The mayor of Selma responded by 
arresting and jailing the peaceful pro- 
testers, who were conducting non- 
violent actions, such as walking at 
City Hall with signs, sounding horns 
in support of the protest, sitting in 
front of City Hall. The judge who took 
the case was accused of being bias. 
He stayed at the mayors house while 





he was in town. Selma’s governor 
supports the mayors racist decision. 

Black students in Boston are also 
victims of white control. Dr Laval Wil- 
son, Boston’s first black school su- 
perintendent, was also fired by a 
white dominated school board, in a 
district which is 23% white. One 
white board member, and all four 
black board members walked out in 
protest. The woman appointed to 
find a new Boston superintendent 
claims she has to protect the white 
minority from discrimination. 

Racism in schools is increasing in 
many countries throughout the world 
and is an injustice that we have to 
eliminate from our society, our local 
educational system etc.. Racism can 
only be stopped by people organising 
against racism to fight for equality for 
all races, to live in a improved society 
without hate and injustice towards 
other people and ourselves.

a pregnancy, it is a sufficient rea- 
son, and it is her choice, if a womyn 
doesn’t want to end a pregnancy, 
again, it is her choice. Pro-choice 
doesn’t mean that you use abortion 
as a form of birth control (Which is 
what many pro-life/anti-choice 
groups declare.) If abortion was ille- 
gal many wimmin would be forced to 
perform underground abortion’s in 
back alley’s, which can cause death 
and decrease the chance of preg- 
nancy ever again. Forcing a womyn 
to bear a child against her will is just 
as wrong as forcing a womyn to have 
sex against her will because her con- 
trol over her body has been taken 
away. 

Religion and morality seems to be 
the main issue for many pro-life/anti- 
choice groups. The Roman Catholic 
church has claimed that pro-choice 
supporters will destroy society if they 
get their way. These Religious fanat- 





ics share the same conservative val- 
ues which also opposes, sex educa- 
tion and gay rights. So all they are 
really saying is that in the name of 
"god", they have the right to degrade 
a womyn’s choice by demanding that 
a womyn does not have a choice over 
her own personal reproductive free- 
dom. Yet their are many more groups 
that are pro-life/anti-choice and de- 
grade wimmin’s rights. Such as op- 
eration rescue and most racist, sexist 
and fascist organizations, such as 
W.A.R.(White Aryan Resistance), 
use blatant excuse’s such as how 
"most" abortion doctors are jewish 
and they are killing millions of white 
children, because they are white. 
(This is one of the most farcical ex- 
cuse’s | have heard yet.) Pro-life/anti- 
choice groups also declare that 
people who perform abortions are 
confused, sick, and child murderers, 
the fact is that abortions are mostly 
performed within the first twelve 


weeks of pregnancy (the first trimes- 
ter). This means that the fetus’s are 
not fully developed and are not chil- 
dren, and that proves abortion is not 
murder. 

Pro-life/anti-choice groups or peo- 
ple have no right over your body, and 
neither does the government. There 
is already enough systematic op- 
pression and control over wimmin, 
that if the government had a choice 
over a womyn’s reproductive free- 
dom it would be totally absurd and 
degrading. No one has the right over 
your body except for yourself. If your 
involved in pro-life /anti-choice 
groups you should think about wim- 
min’s power over their reproductive 
system, and give wimmin today more 
power for themselves and not more 
repression than they already have. IN 
OTHER WORDS.. FUCK PATRIAR- 
CHY 








Prisons? What are they here to 
serve, and whatlies behind the walls 
of injustice? Prison is an estab- 
lishment where right-wing fascist 
men can get a job to literally and 
"legally", dehumanize, torture, mo- 
lest, discriminate, cause suicides, 
and murder incarcerated beings. 
Prisons rely on inexperience and 
apathy in order to function sophisti- 
cated enough for their needs. The 
human rights violations that go on in 
these prisons are profound; they are 
deceitful and are pernicious to the 
well being of those incarcerated in 
the prisons. 

Prisons are made for the purpose 
to "correct" unwell people, to a state 
of "“normal-ness" and to maintain 
systematic and lawful order. But a 
prison is a contradictory in terms. 
They hold prisoners for misconduct 
and injustice towards the system's 
order, but include misconduct and 
injustice in their own form of control 
towards inmates by dehumanizing 
them to a state that they never likely 
experienced before (all under the 
code of the “criminal justice sys- 
tem"). 

Firstly the criminal justice system 
doesn’t work in a society that is seg- 
regated where their is either high or 
low, rich or poor, white domination 
and the rest a minority of slaves and 
when their is the political system of 
one race domination (white). Such 
as the higher imperialist countries 
which we are controlled by. 

Prisons are proven to only suit the 
ruling classes and the rich. The rich 
and the ruling class own the justice 
system and control it, so it fits the 
governors and rich perfectly. The 
system is based on profit and wealth, 
it maintains the segregation between 





classes and represents the rich and 
rapes the poor. Any act of change by 
anyone opposing the segregation 
and repression by the ruling class 
and the rich is crushed and their be- 
liefs are considered a threat to their 
"well" maintained system. They are 
thrown in prison because of their ac- 
tions and beliefs and are considered 
political prisoners. 

These people that fight back are 
faced with the governments weapon 
against change and revolution. This 
weapon is clear, it is the criminal 
justice system, and it’s form of cor- 
rection... prison. 

There is thousands of people con- 
fined and incarcerated in prisons be- 
cause of their political actions and 
beliefs, all over the world they are 
stated as political prisoners, there is 
about 150 political prisoners in the 
united states right now. The majority 
of these political prisoners are black, 
and the majority of these black politi- 
cal prisoners have been involved in 
the armed struggle of the Black lib- 
eration movement in the U.S. and 
are former Black Panther Party 
members and former members in the 
Black Liberation Army. There is 
about 25 white political prisoners, 
who are imprisoned as a result of 
their anti-imperialist stand and their 
support for the black liberation strug- 
gle in the U.S. 

There is a number of American 
Indian prisoners of war in the united 
states who are imprisoned as a result 
of their struggle against the U.S.’s 
genocidal practices against their 
people, and their is about 20 Puerto 
Rican prisoners of war who are im- 
prisoned because of their anti-colo- 
nial struggle against the U.S. 








Many of these people are impris- 
oned for crimes they didn’t commit, 
and are set up by governm-ent pro- 
grams such as COINTELPRO which 
was short for COunter INTELligence 
PROgram. This was set up by the 
FBI. Another program was Operation 
Chaos, which was set up by the CIA. 
These programs of police repres- 
sion, surveillance and disseminate of 
misinformation was aimed at dishon- 
ouring authentic Black groups and 
their struggle in the black movement. 
Many people were victimized by 
these programs and were impris- 
oned. 

One example is Dhoruba bin-Wa- 
had who had been framed for the 
attempted murder of two policemen 
who were shot and wounded two 
weeks prior to his arrest. He was 
victimized and arrested because of 
his involvement in the anti-drug op- 
eration carried out by the Black Lib- 
eration Army. He was also targeted 
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for his strong influence in the black 
community and amongst oppressed 
people. He was placed on the Agita- 
tor Index File, and then it led to op- 
erations of the government to kill 
him. Dhoruba spent 19 years in 
prison, because of the frame up. He 
filed a civil suit in the Federal courtin 
1975 saying the governmenthad tar- 
geted him for neutralization under 
the COINTELPRO agenda. The gov- 
ernment had to turn over material 
and information to him. This informa- 
tion led to his release because it 
revealed a mass withholding of evi- 
dence by the state prosecutors in his 
case. It revealed that the govern- 
ment witnesses had lied, and he was 
released on march 22nd 1990. He is 
still being incited today because of 
the FBI set-up, and he faces possible 
reincarnattion. 
Another prisoner by the name of 
Mumia Abu-Jamal is the only political 
- prisoner that is on death row, he has 





been on death row since 1982. Mu- 
mia is a former Black panther, jour- 
nalist and a supporter of MOVE. He 
exposed the racist violence of the 
Philadelphia police and their chief, 
Frank Rizzo, in his newspapers 
(which many people wouldn’t have 
dared). The Police’s response was a 
military type raid on the Black Pan- 
ther headquarters, members re- 
ceived vicious beatings, and 
trumped-up charges (which Mumia 
was one of those singled out). In 
december of 1981, Mumia inter- 
vened in a beating towards his 
brother. The cop was killed and Mu- 
mia critically wounded. Mumia was 
framed and was also a victim of the 
COINTELPRO which brought on his 
arrest and his death sentence. MU- 
MIA ABU-JAMAL needs help, he 
must not die because of a battle that 
the police started by dropping a 
bomb onto the MOVE house, which 
killed 11 men, women and children, 
and by putting Mumia to death role.

There are many other people ex- 
periencing injustice, and set-up’s 
etc. such as Tom Manning and Rich- 
ard Williams who are anti-imperialist 
political prisoners. Both Manning 
and Williams were members of the 
captured group of revolutionaries 
know as the OHIO 7 accused of the 
involvement in the United Freedom 
Front (UFF), a clandestine group 
which claimed responsibility for the 
bombings of U.S. corporate and mili- 
tary targets in the early 80’s. Richard 
Williams was Found Guilty of murd- 
ering a New Jersey state trooper, 








and sentenced to 30 years to life on 
top of already existing sentence. 
Tom Manning admits to shooting the 
cop in self-defence and denies that 
richard was even there. 

The list runs long and so will the 
sentences of the political prisoners, 
prisoner of war etc.. until we the peo- 
ple recognize these prisoners and 
demand that they be released. 

Prisoner’s face the identity of be- 
ing violent social imbeciles who de- 
serve what they are getting. Nobody 
deserves torture, dehumani-zation, 
racial discrimination, incitement to 
cause suicide by right-wing fascist 
prison guards nor does anybody 
need to be impri-soned because of 
political actions and beliefs. 

Political prisoners must be re- 
leased, and the U.S. government 
has to be charged with violation of 
human rights. In order to release po- 
litical prisoners we 

have to make awareness of them. 
Only broad-minded, progressive un- 
derground groups recognize the ex- 
istence ofthe political prisoners. This 
has to change. The majority of the 
people do not even know that they 
exist. If the majority of the people 
recognized political prisoners this 
would put a strong impact against the 
U.S.’s policies and restrictions. De- 
mand the release of political prison- 
ers and prisoner's of war, we need 
their help, they need ours.. in order 
match the defeat, of the system of 
genocide.\ REMEMBER THE DE- 
MANDING STATEMENT..... UNTIL 
ALL ARE FREE WE ARE ALL IM- 
PRISONED.

VIVISECTION: 


The Scientific Fraud 





Did you know every three seconds 
an animal dies in horrible pain in a 
research laboratory? These animals 
are routinely burned, cut, electro- 
shocked, poisoned, starved, ad- 
dicted to drugs, and driven literally 
insane. This is all performed in the 
name of so called "science". 

The vivisection industry, as well as 
the government used to whitewash 
and keep these brutal tactics behind 
closed doors. But, with the increasing 
evidence of scientific fraud and cru- 
elty, the public has begun to chal- 
lenge both the scientific validity and 
the morality of animal research. 

These researchers who inflict in- 
tolerable pain on animals try to con- 
vince the public that the animal 
suffering and death is justified by 
medical improvements in human 
health. The truth is, animal research 
is a misguided system of modern 
medicine which wastes billions of dol- 
lars into inflicting diseases on ani- 
mals without benefiting humans at 
all. 

To begin with, less than 50% of 
these experiments are biomedical. 
Most animal tests are for cosmetic 
and household testing, phycological 
experiments and other non-medical 
tests. 

The experiments that are biomedi- 
cal are extremely unreliable and sim- 
ply cannot be applied to human 
beings. Non-humans have com- 
pletely different biological systems 
than humans and due to the stress 
arising form laboratory conditions 
make it near 

impossible to compare the results 
between humans and non-humans. 


These attempts lead to dis- 
astrous consequences, as 
in the cases of Thalido- 
mide, oraflex and other 
drugs, which are safe to 
non-humans, yet they are 
toxic for humans. 90% of 
results are not published, 
therefore the researchers 
repeat the same tests over 
and over again. 

World wide diseases 
such as cholera, whooping cough, 
measles, and polio have improved 
simply from better hygiene, public 
sanitation, and human clinical and 
epidemiological studies. Not from 
animal research. In cases of almost 
every major infectious disease vac- 
cines and other"cure” from animal 
research were introduced after the 
disease had been virtually elimi- 
nated. 

The mostimportant thing, this con- 
tinued dependence on inflicting dis- 
ease on innocent animals in order to 
"study", has resulted in ignoring the 
obvious, which is, these unknown 
causes of diseases can be prevented 
in the first place. The two major 
causes of death in Canada and the 
U.S. are cancer and heart disease, 
which have been conclusively linked 
with consumption of animal products, 
lifestyle and environmental pollution. 
Medical experts say that more than 
80% of heart disease and cancer 
could be eliminated through change 
of, diet, and lifestyle. Yet only a small 
percentage of the public health 
budget is used for nutrition and envi- 
ronmental studies. Health clinics are 
closing down due to lack of funds, yet 





billions of tax dollars are still wasted 
on inflicting diseases on animals. Hu- 
mans and animals are victims of this 
outmoded approach to human 
health. 

Animal research only continues 
because the vivisection industry is a 
closed system and the public has 
very little knowledge on the horrible 
suffering that the animals go through 
in the laboratory and have no idea 
how our tax dollars are being spent. 
This animal agony and scientific 
fraud can only be stopped if we co- 
operate with each other and all de- 
mand accountability from animal 
experiments and the federal govern- 
ment, which funds most of the re- 
search. If we start to increase the 
pressure onto the industry and de- 
mand the murdering and suffering to 
stop... it will. We should take vivisec- 
tion seriously and stop their tactics by 
any means necessary.....DIRECT 
ACTION.

WIMMIN PRISONERS PRO- 
TEST AGAINST 
POLICE BRUTALITY 

Laura Whitehorn a prisoner held 
in lexington has been transferred to 
Mariana after an anti-racist demon- 
stration. She and ninety others had 
been protesting racist brutality after a 
lieutenant grabbed the first black 
women he saw after a quarrel in cen- 
tral park. This woman wasn’t even 
involved in the quarrel. Women pro- 
tested and the lieutenant continued 
to beat on her until she was forced to 
her feet. Then she was escorted to 
the lieutenants office. About a hun- 
dred women who had witnessed the 
brutality protested to the captain, and 
received a notice that the beaten 
women would be released back into 
general population. She wasn’t re- 
leased and some of the witnesses 
had been put into segregation. There 
was word of the prisoners to not go in 
for the daily standing count, and stay 
in central park to demand the women 
be released from the hole. They were 
surrounded and hand cuffed, and it 
led to the transfer to Mariana. It was 
a victory for Laura and mates, no 
matter what punishment laid ahead.

SEAL MASSACRE 
CONTROVERSY 

Following a Canadian government 
announcement that there would be a 
large kill of harp seals due to a major 
decline in Northern Cod stocks, Nova 
Scotia environmentalist David Orton 
spoke at two colleges about divisions 
within the green movement over this 
policy. The Maritime Fishermen’s 
Union, despite its stated radical 
roots, supports the seal hunt and criti- 
cizes the International Fund for Ani- 
mal Welfare’s opposition, while the 
Green Party of Newfoundland and 
Labrador is split on the issue (a ma- 
jority endorses the hunt). The Green 
Party of Canada is opposed. Orton 
points out that there is no consensus 


within the Green Party on environ- 
ment-vs-jobs issues. A general so- 
cial unwillingness to protect the 
environment at the cost of jobs is 
reflected in the Brundtland Report's 
advocacy of five to tenfold increases 
in economic growth, even if this 
means an ecologically destructive 
lifestyle. 

There have been no limits to 
growth in the commercial fishing in- 
dustry, leading to overfishing and the 
threat of extinction of the industry; 
human centred reports of various 
study groups ignore this and blame 
the seals for the decline of fish. Seals 
are accused of spreading codworm 
among fish, though the codworm 
problem is not unique to Canada of 
to grey seals; there is no proof that 
grey seals cause an increase in cod- 
worm incidence, but bounty practices 
have significantly reduced the seal 
population. There is no respect for 
seals in themselves as a wonderful 
and necessary part of the marine 
ecosystem, and there has been in- 
sufficient research to justify claims 
that they are a threat to the fish popu- 
lation. 

Orton advocates a basic bias to- 
wards not interfering in nature: "value 
exists in the natural world, inde- 
pendent of its usefulness to human 
beings. We should only interact with 
this natural world, as the eight point 
deep ecology platform shows, to sat- 
isfy vital needs. Such needs accept 
long term ecosystem viability as part 
of determining vital needs.” By ex- 
perimenting on seals without their 
consent for commercial interests, the 
Dalhousie University Sealworm In- 
terventional Project can be com- 
pared to the Nazi experiments on 
living people in the name of the Mas- 
ter Race.
